This is the story of a man alone in 
the trackless frozen wastes of the 
Antarctic desert, toiling his desperate 
way, almost without food. He was 
made desolate by the death of his two 
companions, and so near the end of 
his strength that he could only co^er 
a few mil.es a day in his wearisome 
march over a hundred miles, of un-* 
broken snow. 

It was into this terrible world of 
v/hite that Sir Douglas Mawson, the 
great Australian explorer came on 
January 8, 1912. He had picked his 
way throtJgh frigid waters in which 
no other ship had sailed and landed 
on a coast no human foot had ever 
trod beforc- 

After months of preparation he left 
his hut on November 10 of the same 
year on a journey of exploration to 
the south accompanied by two com- 
rades, Xavier Mertz, a lawyer and 
ski champion of Switzerland, and Lt. 
Ninnis. a young Englishman. They 
carried provisions for nine weeks 
packed into sleds hauled by dogs. 

The outward journey ran over ex- 
tremely difficult land, making the 
journey both hazardous and exhaust- 
ing Danger was on all sides, from 
ridges of ice and hidden crevices. 
Under the crust of ice and snow were 
hideous chasms where a man might 
fall to unknown depths, never to be 
found till the tnd of time. Sev- 
eral times dogs fell through but were 
saved only by the harness from which 
they dangled. One day Ninnis had a 
miraculous escape. Before the eyes of 
the others he disappeared through 
what had seemed solid ice Fortu- 
nately they were able to grab him be- 
fore ii was too late They had pitched 
theii camp diiectly over a yawning 
chasm, covtied only by a layer of 
thin ice 

On the fourth week of their 
journey they had tome to a hor- 
rible position They were surrounded 
by crevasses everywhere. Boomino 
soufidb as of giant cannon were heard. 
The snow, undermined bv ereat 
cavitie's. sank under the weight of 
the men and sleds, causing great 
quantities of air to be expelled. 



Mertz, who was ahc^d breaking trail, 
suddenly raised his stick in warning. 
Mawson ijrew up to him and they 
noted the faint indentations of a 
crevasse. There was the plaintive 
whine of a dog behind them, and si- 
lence. Turning to see if Ninni^ was 
coming up, only a stretch of empty 
snow met their eyes. Ninnis had dis- 
appeared. 

Dashing back along the trail they 
came to a gaping hole about eleven 
feet across. The lid of the crevasse 
had broken in. Two sled tracks led 
down the far side but only one lerf 
up the other. Frantically they peered 
down the depths of the black hole. No 
sound arose but the moaning jof a dog 
lying on a Udge barely visible about 
150 feet below. Close by was what 
seemed to be the remains of a tent, 

' and the bag containing most of their 
food. Not a sign was there of Ninnis! 
For three hours they called inces- 
santly in the vain hope that some an- 
swer might come floating back from 
the depths, but no sound came back. 
They tied all the rope they had to- 
gether, but could noV reach the ledge. ' 
At nine o'clock that night they wese 
for/:ed to accept Ninnis as lost. Maw- 
son 'fead a short burial service near 
the yawning hole and they turned 
away to harness the dogs. 

The two remaining men were now 
in a desperate situation. They had' 
set out with two fine teams of dogs 
and plenty of food ; now there were 
only six dogs left, food for a week 
and a half for them, and none for 
the dogs. 

With death dogging their foot- 
steps, they turned thpir faces home- 
ward, eking, out the miserable supply 
of food from the bodies of the dogs. 
One by one tlie starved dogs gave out, 

■and were loaded on the sled to be 
killed at the end of the day's journey.' 
Skin and bones were given to the 
other dogs and part of the flesh. The 
siarving men ate the rest of the 
tough, stringy meat mixed with pem- 
mican and made' into a stew. 

Things grew worse. They were 
down to 14 outices a day, consisting 
of dog flesh and pemmicSn, a small

piece of chpcolate. and a hot drink 
made by stewing the. bags in which, 
cocoa had been carried. Mertz. 
who was seriously ill from the ^hor- 
rible diet, begged that they try some 
of- the regular rations still left on 
the sled. So, Mawson gave Mertz his 
share of regular food while he ate 
dog flesh. However Mertz grew 
worse and worse. On the morning" of 
January 7th. Mawson awoUe to find 
'that Mertz had died. 
' Now alone in the terrible desolate- 
ness with a hundred miles to go tb 
^4-each aid. it almost seemed better to 
sleep on .in the tqnt and try ao more. 
But that courage that seem^ to ocme 
when defeat is at its worst, arose and 
he was ready to f ace , what seemed 
certain death. 

Terrible were the horrors of that 
journey. Hills of ice and snow and 
crevassed descents with death leering 
on all sides were before him.' Once he 
stopped at the very edge of a vast 
blue hole as his sled slowly slid into 
it. It took all his ebbing strength to 
haul it back and save his last hold 
on life. Worse was still to coms. 
Going up a long, steep slope deeply 
covered with ice and snow, he broke 
through the lid of an icy crevasst 
with no bottom. Down, down, he slid, 
futilely scrabbling at the smooth ice, 
his sled creeping after hiiji, A sud- 
den slip, and he was dangling four- 
teen feet below on the end of a rope! 
He thought of the food above, and 
slowly pulled himself up. inch by 
inch over the edge. Almost to the 
top now, A tinkling crash as the edge 
gives way and dcfSvn attain, hanging, 
spinning, over that awful abyss, dan- 
gling exhausted, weak and chilled. 
Was a continuation of the struggle 
worth it? It would he the work of a 
moment to slip from the harness and 
all the pain an"d toil would be over. 
His strength was going, in a few 
minutes it would be too late; it was 
now or never. Somehow, determina- 
tion came to th? surface of his b-- 
clouded mind and with superhufnan 
effort he began '.'"■ ascent again. 
Slowly, inch by inch, he rose to the 
surface; by a miracle the sled held. 
Once again the top was in sight and 
this time he made it. Pushini^ him- 
self out. he lay exhauste^d. on the ice. 



As the appalling journey wtnt on 
he often thought it would be better 
to enjoy a few days, eating and sleep- 
ing, then lying down to die, but some 
interminable dauntless spirit drove 
him on. After three weeks of this un- 
imaginable labor, he had but two 
pounds of food left and was itill 
thirty miles from the base. On a good 
day he would manage to go six or 
seveft miles, but on most, two orHhree 
was the best he could do. At tlie best 
it would take him five days. On two 
pounds of food he would never make 
it. Then a miracle happened! Far in 
the distance he saw a darjt object 
loomingout of the void. 

Painfully he crawled toward it 
and found . . .a cairn ! Thfte of the 
others on the expedition had built it 
and gone, leaving a large sack of 
food. Mawson was saved! With the 
food was a letter telling him that 
safety and the base lay tv^enty-three 
miles away. The ironic part was that 
they had left the letter only that ' 
morning. Only the night before their ■ 
camps had been but five miles apart 
and he had arrived at the cairn but 
six hours after they had gone. , 

Now. however a new danger arose; 
Mawson in order to lessen the 
weight he had to carry had thrown 
away his cramppns "and had been 
walking in smooth-soled shoes. .-He 
had reached a plateau near the home 
base where the wind was so strong it 
blew him far from the route he , 
should have taken. He broke up the 
woodwork of his theodolitCi drove 
ice-nails, tacks, screws through it and 
v/ith these lashed to his feet, began 
again. Finally, after heroic effort, he* 
made the base camp where a^blizzard 
penned him up for a \yeck. 

Finally on February 8, almost three , 
months from the time he had left, on 
the almost fatal journey, a ship ar- 
rived on the horizon, his friends ap- 
peared and his story was quickly 
told, but the shtp was beyond recall. 
Five mtn bad been left with supplies 
to await his coming and instructions^ 
to spend the winter with him. Thus- 
ended one of the bravest jour- 
neys ever made on earth. A journey 
not for praise, not to rescue, but to 
further men'i knowlcdEie.
